Brady's aid to the club In legisla- 
tive matters. 


Hammond Is Speaker. 


Following a dinner of venison. 


John E. Curtiss, toastmaster, intro- 
duced James G. Hammond, national 
field representative of the Izaak 
Walton league, Chicago, who spoke 
on "American Woods, Waters, and 
Wild Life." The steps being taken 
by eastern states, especially Penn- 
sylvania, to protect and increase 
their game supplies was discussed 
by Mr. Hammond.

they don't pass."

anecdote 
concerning Mr. Ford's 


business life. Many, at present, will 
see a point in the story. 
At a time when' Mr. Ford and 


Rockefeller had never met. an im- 
portant man from the Ford fac- 
tory used to play golf occasionally 
with Mr. Rockefeller. The latter, 
deeply interested in great industrial 
organizations and accomplishments, 
sent to Henry Ford, each time he 
saw the Ford man, this message: 
"Tell Mr. Ford to keep strong 


in cash, strong in cash." 


Mr. Ford did keep strong in cash, 


and cnce, when high finance that 
keeps track of things, thought it 
was about time to "take Ford over," 
it discovered that he had a nest egg 
of three or four hundred million 
dollars, 
and wasn't ready to be 
taken. 


Not so long ago, when Henry Ford 
' saw John D. Bcckefeller jr., he 
said: "I owe a great deal to your 
father," and told this story, adding: 
"I took your father's advice." 


Having 
given 
$1.000,000 to the 


unemployment fund, John D. Rocke- 
feller and his son now give $500,000 
more from the Rockefeller founda- 
tion. Jolin D. Rockefeller sr., 
in 
his 91st year, and John D. Rocke- 
feller jr., in his 56th year, both in 
excellent health, recalls the ancient 
Jewish saying: "What you give in 
health is gold, what you give in 
sickness is silver; what you give 
after death is lead." 


Mr. McFadden, in congress, ob- 
jects to the confirmation of Eu- 
gene Meyer jr., as governor of the 
federal reserve board, saying thai 
Mr. Meyer would "turn the federal 
reserve system over to international 
financiers." That is upside down. If 
Mr. Meyer did any turning, he'd 
turn international financiers 
over 
to the federal reserve system. 


Mr. Meyer is a first class Amer- 
ican, an extremely able financier, 
and, as head of the federal 
re- 
serve board, he may give to fi- 
nance, ana some other things in 
this country, a leadership that they 
now lack.

WASHINGTON. Dec. 18—Frank 


R. McNinch of North Carolina, bore 
committee approval today 
as 
a 


nominee to the federal power com- 
mission, largely through the efforts 
of a member of the senate so new 
that he had scarcely had time to 
warm his chair. 


Cameron Morrison, sworn in yes- 
terday as senator from North Car- 
olina, to succeed the late Lee S. 
Overman, immediately went to bat 
for McNinch before the interstate 
commerce committee. 
It voted 10 


to 5 for approval, with the smaller 
figure representing democratic votes. 
Josiah Bailey, who will join Morri- 
son after March, to give the Tar 
Heel state a complete new senator- 
ial team for the first time in thirty 
years, had done his utmost to have 
McNinch rejected. 
Final Vote Unucertain. 


CThe latter's name joined those of 


the four other nominees to the com- 
mission, previously approved. 
For 


McNinch and one or two others fi- 
nal approval is not assured. 


The Carolinian, nominated as a

JACOB S. PATTERSON.

A large black suitcase was placed 


on the clerk's desk in Federal court 
Thursday morning, destined to be 
the subject of weighty discussion for 
the next week. It contains the per- 
sonal and business correspondence 
files of John T. Beamer. under in- 
dictment for use of the mails to 
delraud in connection with a fake 
land scheme that is-alleged to have 
cost Nebraskans about $100,000 four 
or five years ago.

Beghtol, 
defending 


Beamer, is asking Judge T. C. 
Munger to suppress the evidence in 
the bag because of alleged unlawful 
seizure by postal inspectors. The 
government is being represented by 
Sylvester Rush of Omaha, special 
assistant to the attorney general of 
the United States. 


The suitcase was taken 
from 


Beamer's room in the Lindell hotel 
in Lincoln in March. 1928. Although 
considerable evidence was acquired 
before and after the seizure by the 
government, the suitcase is an im- 
portant link in the prosecution's 
chain of oroof. 


Questioning Henry Randall, postal 


inspector, with headquarters in Lin- 
coln, Beghtol brought 
out 
that 


material found in the suitcase was 
used in preparation of the indict- 
ment, and also of certain affidavits 
that have been offered by the gov- 
ernment in evidence. 


One of these affidavits was that 


of Sam Lawrence, then manager of 
the Lindell. Beghtol moved to sup- 
press Lawrence's affidavit, on the 
ground that the testimony was 
gased on illegally procured evidence. 
Judge Munger decided to withhold 
his ruling until the present hearing 
is concluded, when he will pass on 
a number, of other motions to bs 
presented.

PREYING 'UPON AUTOISTS. 


State Sheriff Condit delivered an ominous warning 


after reports came to his office from 
Otoe county 


that a particularly relentless and brutal trio of high- 
waymen had stopped three different groups of auto- 
ists and relieved them of their valuables. It is to be 
a hard winter, the state sheriff says, and people who 
find it necessary to be out on the highway at night 
or who are forced to travel lonely and isolated roads 
are In grave danger of robbery and violence. 


What Sheriff Condit says is corroborated by Pink- 


erton and Burns operatives and by other private de- 
tective agencies. The nation is in for trouble. Added 
to the conditions which naturally might be expected 
to contribute to crime, with thousands of men out of 
work and their families cold and destitute, there is 
another alarming situation which is of far more evil 
portent. In a number of the larger cities, rival boot^ 
legging gangs, adopting the methods which have been 
so prevalent in the legitimate channels of trade and 
business in recent years, have settled their differ- 
ences and have merged their interests. Scores of des- 
perate gunmen, previously employed by these gangs 
.to guard valuable cargoes of contraband liquor, have 
been idle for months. They are men who have lived 
by their wits and their ability to shoot sraight. They 
have been shooting it out with each other until the 
bullets of rival gangsters ended their lives. They are 
desperate, wholly without conscience, ready to take 
human life without the slightest qualm of remorse or 
regret, in order to achieve their purposes. 


Many of the bank robberies which have been so 


prevalent throughout the Central West in recent 
months are attributed to these erstwhile liquor gun- 
men 
Now that the vigilance and precautions in 


guarding banking instituions have been redoubled to 
recent weeks, they are turning their attention to 
other fields. It was a shocking exhibition of callous- 
ness which marked the first outbreak of toi charac- 
ter in Nebraska. The highwaymen forced three dif- 
ferent groups of autoists to come to a stop by shoot- 
ing at the car, high enough, to be sure to HUM the 
occupants, but Ux» uncomfortably close to *.d^re- 
garded. Sheriff Condit is fearful there will be kfll- 
incs' before the winter is over. 


Because travel by automobile is so general, and be- 


cause its hazards are greatly increased when desper- 
ate gangs prey upon autoists, there is no punishment 
too severe for it. The dangers of the highway have 
made it practically impossible for people to extend 
help and assistance to people who are in distress. The 
driver of a car hesitates and is loath to slow down 
and proffer aid when he cannot be.certain wheth- 
er he is being lured into a trap. Many times people 
-eriousiv and danierouslv iniurcd have lain helplras- 
lv by the side of the road because pass-rig autoists 
were afraid to take a chance of stonrnn-. Onlv a 
few years ago the victim ot an automobile accident 
a few miles northeast of Lincoln drowned in a ditch 
filled with water -when he might have been saved. It 
is that which adds a new note of atrociousncss to the 
acts of those who prey upon thf autoist. 


People may do much toward limiting the opera- 


tions of the gangs. Unnecessary night trips by auto- 
mobile should be avoided. Whenever possible the auto- 
ist should do his driving during the daytime. Mean- 
while those who may fall victim to auto bandits 
should lose no time in notifying officers so that the 
search may be taken up without delay. This type of 
crime is the most difficult to curb because the high- 
wayman can be in one spot one minute and many 
miles awav in a very short time without so much 
as leaving a trace of his identity. 


The legislature would be justified in providing much 


sterner penalties for the crime of robbing autois's.

In all the length and breadth of Nebras- 
ka, there is no man belter qualified to fill that place 
than William H. Smith of Seward. 
The incoming 


governor, as well as the people of the state]11 is entitled 
to congratulation upon the excellent choice made in 
this instance. 


In the return of Mr. Smith to the position which he 


formerly occupied, the state is assured of efficient and 
conscientious performance of the official duties that 
will fall to him.?. His familiarity with public affairs, 
durng his legislative service, two terms as state audi- 
tor, and one term as tax commissioner makes him the 
outstanding man for the post. 


A particularly pleasing feature of the appointment 


is that it was not given as a reward for political ser- 
vice. Mr. Smith had not asked for this or any other 
place under the Bryan administration.. He has a good 
newspaper business at Seward and has never depend- 
ed on politics for a living. Governor-elect Bryan 
needed Mr. Smith much more than Mr. Smith needed 
the state job. It is a happy instance of the office 
seeking the man. 


As The Star sees it, everything that can be said in 


commendation of the Smith appointment applies like- 
wise to State Engineer Cochran. He, like Smith, was 
originally named to his present post by Governor 
Bryan during the latter's former term. Cochran was 
retained on merit by two succeeding republican gov- 
ernors, notwithstanding that he is a democrat. His 
department has been ably conducted and the people 
of Nebraska are getting good value for the money 
spent on highways and bridges. 


Why Mr. Bryan should again appoint one of these 


equally capable and deserving men and dismiss the 
other, when both were of his-own party and selected 
by himself in the first instance, is difficult to under- 
stand. This state has never seen a more puzzling in- 
consistency on the part of a chief executive than His 
strange attitude in that regard.

News that the federal government is attempting to 


clean up the Chicago gangster situation is welcome. 
The arrest of Tony "Mops" Volpe, who is ranked sec- 
ond to Al Capone as a public _enemy, is the first ac- 
tivity of the government. An attempt will be made to 
deport him as an undesirable alien. 


Federal intervention in local crime situations ordi- 


narily is resented by the people of this country. They 
believe that the city, county and state law enforce- 
ment officials should be permitted to hajadle matters 
within their jurisdictions without interference from 
national authorities. 


Chicago, however, either cannot or *sill not curb 


gangster and racketeering activities. 
The result is 


detrimental not only to Chicago but also to the entire 
country. 


Few people realize hotr much adverse publicity the 


United States is receiving as a result of the Chicago 
situation. Magazines and newspapers in England, 
France. Germany. Russia and in nearly every other 
European country have been printing many stories 
and articles telling of the crime conditions in the 
second largest city in the United States. 


Other nations don't think of Chicago as just one 


city but as the United States. They get the impres- 
sion that the law enforcement system has broken 
down everywhere in this country. They wonder why 
the "government" of the United States is unable to 
break up the gangs. Many have the belief that busi- 
nessmen everywhere in this country pay tribute lo 
pangs' crs. that judges and officers in all parts of 
America are but tools of outlaw chieftains, and that 
citizens every where fear to walk down the 
main 


streets because of the danger of being riddled by ma- 
chine cun bullets. 


It is time that the United States took decisive ac- 


tion to protect its good name, even if that calk for 
cleaning up a crime suation that should be handled 
by *ocal authorities.

THE GROWING AIR TRAFFIC. 


So rapidly does American business and industry 


move when it begins a new development that it is 
difficult for the average citizen to gain a compre- 
hensive understanding of the speed used. 


People are only beginning to be aware of the won- 


derful extension of the automobile industry during 
the past decade. The radio furnished an even more 
startling illustration of sudden and rapid growth. 


Despite the phenomena of these two great indus- 


tries, there is little realization that others may de- 
velop in a similar manner. Yet the same thing is 
taking place in aviation. 


There has been a tendency to feel that much of 


the development of aviation was on paper, in en- 
thusiasm for the possibilities of the air, and in ac- 
counts of some of the new developments 
towards 


which engineers and skilled pilots are working. 


A glance at the figures of air travel are convincing 


proof that already a significant step has been taken 
toward the development of an Important air traffic. 
Four times as many -passengers traveled by airplane 
in the United States in the first half of 1930 as in 
the first half of 1929, a recent survey of the United 
States department of commerce shows. 


No matter how small the 1929 traffic might have 


been, any industry which can quadruple its business 
in less than a year is on its way to a new position. 
The passengers carried in the first six months of 
this year were actually more than during all of 1929. 


At the same time that passenger traffic showed 


such a phenomenal increase, mail and express traffic 
showed a steady normal increase. When it is recalled 
that the commercial air industry is only about four 
years old in this country, the significance of the last 
year's development may be more fully understood. 


At a time when industry needs new" fields to branch, 


into as an outlet for over-emphasis on old lines, avia- 
tion is one of the few industries 
which has been 


courageously setting out to create for itself a new 
market by providing a new utility for the conven- 
ience and use of the general public.

What is to be done about the ex- 


service men of the late war who are 
drajfgln? ,oHt a miserable existence 
either because of lack of emptoy- 
merit or because of disease? Does 
Great Britain have this problem to 
the same extent as we do? 


ANSWER. 


The conditions you refer to show 
that when stripped of its customary 
disguises war is a frightfully haz- 
ardous -and grim business. 
It has 
penalized the race from the begin- 
ning, and never more heavily than 
in its last outbreak. So far as our 
ex-service men are concerned, every 
incapacitated soldier and sailor is 
the ward of this rich nation, and 
as such must be treated not only 
justly but generously. 


Mr. Douglas Jerrold in his book 


on "The Lie About the War" states 
that there are approximately 400,- 
000 ex-service men in Great Britain 
who are out of work. According to 
him some winners of the Victoria 
Cross are starving in garrets while 
those they fought to defend are 
turning their shameful treatment 
of these gallant and sacrificial men 
into the hard cash. The salacious 
details of a notorious divorce case 
are reported in the press, and our 
pictorial pages are crowded with 
scenes from Southern winter resorts 
where the wealthy disport them- 
selves. The searchlight of an eflual 
publicity should be turned on our 
unfortunate veterans' crying needs 
so that these too may become a 
matter of common knowledge. 
If this were done I predict.that 


help would be speedily forthcoming 
botn from Federal and state gov- 
ernments. One of the most deplor- 
able phases of the situation is the 
present -inadequate facilities 
for 


hospitalization of our veterans of 
the great war. I make the sug- 
gestion that before we as a nation 
proceed to expend further vast sums 
for the building of battleships and 
cruisers and for the establishment 
of armed forces in anticipation of 
a future war, we first pay the debt 
we have incurred to trjese men who 
are the victims of the World War 
by providing to the fullest possible 
extent all necessary means for their 
medical care and social protection. 
To do less than that is to be guilty 
of ingratitude and injustice.

the submission and obedience of all 
Christians and that this system in- 
heres solely in the Papacy, the next 
step is the acceptance of an infal- 
lible guidance 
for 
an 
infallible 
creed. Otherwise what is the- use of 
committing such a creed to au- 
thorities liable to err in its inter- 
pretation? 
The same query arises 


in the claim for Biblical infallibil- 
ity. It is a useless provision unless 
matched by an infallible interpreta- 
tion. 
I shall not anticipate the valuable 
information and correction of nu- 
merous erroneous impressions to be 
found in the books recommended. 
Read in connection-with them the 
articles on the Vatican Council and 
the dogma of Papal Infallibility 
contained in The Catholic Encylo- 
pedia. You will discover how the 
defensive armor of Roman Cathol- 
cism was completed by the Council 
and dogma.

CREIGHTON, Neb., Dec. 18—As 


proof that the term "pioneer" is not 
synonymous with "age," one might 
point tr> the ea«e of W. A. Strain, 
father of T. B. Strain of Lincoln, 
who boasts of being young at 80— 
young 
enough to continue his 


chosen profession of auctioneer of 
lands and livestock. 
Fifty-three 
years ago last Sep- 


tember, while northeast Nebraska 
was in its infancy. Mr Strain, a 
young man in his twenties, loaded 
personal effects 
into a covered 


•wagon and. accompanied by his wife 
and trleir oldest two children, em- 
barked upon the great adventure of 
developing a home in the untamed 
west The journey from his boyhood 
home, sixteen miles east of Des 
Moines, to the homestead at the 
mouth of Soldier creek on the 
Running Water, required one full 
month, and on Oct 1, 1877. the 
family began bousing itself in a 
dugout to spend a first winter on 
the Nebraska prairies. 


As a means of earning an inde- 


pendent living the father worked at 
Wall's mills or hauled lumber into 
Niobrara over dim trails, often 
menaced by marauding Indians 
Here, too, the logs wefe hewn and 
the first house erected on their 
homestead. In later y e a r s the 
courageous little family endured all 
the vicissitudes of pioneering • grass- 
hopper years, consecutive drouths. 
Indian skirmishes, the big April 
snow storms and the historic bliz- 
zard of Jan. 12, 1888. Of these ex- 
periences Mr. Strain has to say: 


"We had many good times •. ith 


our hardships 
didn't have any 


money and didn't need anv. We 
just traded with each other." 
Dancing being one principal so- 


cial diversion, he tells manv amus- 
ing anecdotes of foodstuff's being 
given in exchange for tickets or 
numbers 


Hr>t Auctioneer. 


On Sept. 15. 1878. Mr Strain not 


only cried the first sale in Knox 
county, but wrote out the bills and 
did most of the distributing, there 
being no printing presses here, and 
telephones being unknown in this 
section at the time For a period of 
more than thirty years he continued 
as one of the outstandinu auc- 
tioneers of northeast Nebraska and 
much of his present time is spent 
in the same profession. 


Having disposed of their home- 


stead, Mr. and Mrs. Strain and 
their seven children moved into 
Creighton, the young people being 
here given the benefits of higher 
education, one by one graduating 
from the local public schools. There 
are four sons and three daughters 
The oldest son. Omlle S.. is a real 
estate dealer at Etiwanda, Calif: 
Elvin is in business at Gregory. S. 
D; Mrs J. L Packard and Edith 
reside in Lincoln, where T. B. is 
vice president of the 
Continental 


National bank: Mrs. Richard Kel- 
logg lives at Summerworth, N. H, 
and Vernon W. is associated with 
the Fairmont Creamery Co. at 
Sioux City.

of his children, spending the winter 
months with Mrs. Packard in Lin- 
coln and the past summer with his 
niece and family in Creighton.

Capturing Republican 


Party Better Plan " 
Than Fighting It. 


"Boring from within" to gain 


control of the republican party by 
^regressive leaders, a policy advo- 
;ated by C. A. Sorensen six years 
ago this month, has been successful. 
the republican leader, now attorney 
eneral of the state, acknowledged 
Thursday. 


It was on December 3. 1924, that 


Sorensen sent to the press of the 
state copies of his famous "boring 
from within" letter which had been 
addressed to Frank A. Harrison of 
Alhambra, Cal. Mr. Harrison had 
been manager for the LaFollette 
and Wheeler ticket in Nebraska and 
neighboring states in the 1924 canv 
paign. 
Shortly following the election in 


which the third party fell far short 
of a commanding position, although 
.t polled a substantial vote, Harri- 
son wrote Sorensen, a republican 
jut then becoming recognized as a 
leader of the younger liberals of the 
party, as to the possibility of organ- 
izing a third party in the nation. • 


Take Over Old Party. 


Sorensen's "boring from within" 


letter, in -which he opposed a third 
party, declaring that much more 
could be done by taking over the 
machinery of the republican party, 
was the result. 
"Abandonment of the attempt to 


organize a third political party and 
the taking over of the republican 
organization by 'boring from within' 
is the line of action favored by C. 
A. Sorensen of Lincoln for the in- 
surgent, progressive and independ- 
ent elements in Nebraska and other 
western states," The Star of De- 
cember 3, 1924, recorded in a news 
story on the Sorensen letter. 


Sorensen in the letter declared 


that the 1924 election showed that 
little could be accomplished through 
a new party. A third party is all 
right for educational purposes but 
it is not a method for electing men 
to office, he wrote. 


He declared his belief that with 


the same expenditure of political 
energy the republican party could 
be captured. He suggested that if 
this were done, it would be the "old 
guard" leaders who would be the 
outlaws in the republican party in- 
stead of such men 'as LaFollette, 
Brookhart, Ladd and Frazier. At the 
time Sorensen cited the election of 
those senators along with Norris, 
Howell, Borah and Norbeck as proof 
of what could be accomplished 
through the "boring from within" 
policy. 


Many Voters Inert 


Nebraska, he pointed out, has 


100,000 votes which regularly go re- 
publican and 60,000 which regularly 
go democratic. A third party move- 
ment, he held, should recognize the 
political inertia of at least half the 
population and take advantage of 
it.Political parties, he declared, are 
neither good nor bad since they 
take then: color and character from 
the men in control. He likened par- 
ties to automobiles as a means of 
getting somewhere. 


"I suggest," wrote Sorensen in 


1924, 
"that we take *.ie party out 


of the hands of those who seek to 
use it for personal gain; that we 
make it a party of all the people 
for the interests of the many.'1 


With Sorensen today the recog- 


nized leader of the republican party 
in Nebraska, he smiled Thursday 
when questioned as to his belief in 
the efficacy of the "boring from 
within program." 


"If you want to go to Omaha, you 


don't build a railroad train; you 
take one," he said. "It's the same 
thing with a political party." 


"And the boring from within was 


successful?'' he was asked. 
"Certainly."

Ignores Decision. 


Federal Judge William Runyon 


at Newark, in the first liquor case 
before him after the rendering of 
Judge Clark's opinion, refused to 
dismiss the defendant on the ground 
the Eighteenth amendment was in- 
valid. He said he was not bound 
by Judge Clark's decision and that 
the Supreme court had passed on 
the Eighteenth amendment. 


In Boston, three former assistant 


United States attorneys, acting as 
counsel for three liquor case de- 
fendants, filed motions to quash the 
indictments, basing their motions 
on the New Jersey decision that the 
Eighteenth amendment was invalid 
The United Slates attorney's office 
said the Clark decision was 0f no 
effect in that district. 


The decision also was invoked in 
Federal court in Chicago when at- 
torneys for Goorcc Morris filed a 
motion to quash an indictment 
charging violation of the prohibi- 
tion law.

Hedges Says Wheat 


Prices May Go Up 


Within Next Month 


"Although the farm price situa- 


tion is far from encouraging, Ne- 
braska farmers with their eood 
crops from the 1930 harvest are 
more fortunate than those of other 
areas suffering severely from the 
drouth," says Harold Hedges in his 
monthly economic situation report 
published at the aerricultural col- 
lege Thursday. Hedges sees wheat 
prices probably staying near pres- 
ent levels or going a little higher 
in the next thirty days. 


Continuing, the college of agri- 


culture man says that corn prices 
are likely to remain steady. Some- 
what, lower fat cattle prices, little 
change in hog prices, steady to 
lower butter orices, higher poultry 
prices; and lower. egg prices are 
probable during the period. 
Crop Slightly Larger. 


In commenting ueon the wheat 
situation, Hedges says the world 
supply 
remains 
unfavorable 
to 
much strength in wheat prices. The 
latest estimate of world production 
of wheat in 1930, outside of Rus- 
sia and China, indicates a crop 
about 6 per cest larger than in 
1929. 
The usual trend of wheat 
prices from December ti January- 
is upward which, indicates 
the 
market should remain at least 
steady during the coming thirty- 
dav period. 


With—expectation that the mar- 


ket movement of corn will increase. 
Hedges believes corn prices may 
remain steadv to weak in the next 
thirty da^s. He says terminal stor- 
age is already well filled with 
wheat so any material increase in 
corn receipts which might come 
with favorable weather would have 
a weakening effect on prices. 
Corn Crop Small. 


Speaking of primary receipts of 
corn since November first, 
the 
rural economist emphasizes that 
they have been only 2 per cent 
smaller than last vear. This year's 
crop is nearly a fifth smaller. With 
little in the present situation to 
suggest any material turn upward 
in wheat prices, the chances for 
an advance in corn in sympathy 
with wheat are not very great. 
Corn prices at Omaha are now 
five to seven cents per bushel 
under wheat prices. 
Nebraska farmers may 'find hog 


prices 
continuing 
weak 
during 
much of the coming thirty-day pe- 
riod but no material downturn is 
anticipated. Hedges believes more 
strength may be in evidence by the 
end of the period. The usual seas-

Vermont today mourned the pass- 
ing of Frank L. Greene, her senior 
United States senator. He died at 
a hospital here yesterday after an 
operation for hernia Monday.

Capt. Richard Greene. U. S. A., who 
is stationed at Fort Sill. Okla., were 
enroute to their home here today. 
Captain Greene planned to make 
most of the journey by airplane. 


Senator Greene's wife and daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Harris Alexander, were at 
his side when he died. 


Victim of Gun Battle. 


Senator Greene had been partially 


paralyzed since 1924 when he was 
struck by a stray^ullet fired in a 
gun fight between bootleggers and 
prohibition agents in Washington. 
For days his life was despaired of. 
It was at this time that he showed 
his loyalty to his duty and his un- 
failing support to Calvin Coolidge, 
when he insisted on being carried 
into the senate chamber to vote in 
support of President Coolidge's veto 
of the bonus bill. His right arm was 


the wound. 


He was born-here February 10, 


1870. the son of Lester Bruce Greene, 
for some time secretary and treas- 
urer of the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers. His father's illness 
forced 
him to sc'l papers, run 
errands, act as a janitor and do 
farm work to aid in the support of 
the family. 


In 1891 he becanie a reporter for 


the St. Alban.s Daily Messenger and 
eight years later was it.s editor. 


EnlisU'd in 1888. 


He enlisted in the Vermont na- 


tional guard in 1888 and rose from 
the ranks to a captaincy. At the 
outbreak of the Spanish-American 
war he recruited Company B, First 
regiment, Vermont volunteer In- 
fantry, and al the close of the war 
was commissioned a colonel and 
aide-de-camp on the staff of the 
governor of Vermont. 


In 1902 he entered politics as a 


member of the Vermont house of 
representatives. 


Funeral services will be held

the Congregational church here. 
Burial will be in St. Albans.

Chicago Files Bid o/ 
Half Million to Maxie 
For Joust With "Strife"

NEW YORK. Dec. 18—The scramble between Chicago 


and New York for the next heavyweight championship 
party marked time today, pending the meeting of the New 
York state athletic commission tomorrow. 


The boxing commission, which was roundly roasted by 


New York business interests for letting Philadelphia grab 
the Dempsey-Tunney bout in 1926, now may lose the big 
fistic plum of 1931 as the result of its insistence that Jack 
Sharkey be accepted immediately as Max Schmeling's op- 
ponent, without further elimination bouts. 


Jacobs All But Faints. 
I 


The Chicago stadium last night 


gave the fistic fathers something 
to think about by offering Joe 
Jacobs, Schmeling's manager, the 
princely sum of $500,000 for the 
champion to defend his title against 
Young Stribling at Soldier Field 
next June. Herr Jacobs almost fell 
into a dead faint at the offer, but 
regretfully informed Nate Lewis, the 
Chicago stadium's matchmaker, that 
he had agreed to let Schmelling 
make his first title defense under 
the auspices of the New York milk 
fund, promoters of the Schmeling- 
Sharkey fight last summer. 


Lewis then offered to donate 50 


per cent of the fight profits to the 
New York milk fund, provided that 
the latter turn 'over half of\ the 
money, to a sister charity body in 
Chicago. The promoters of the New 
York milk fund, v/ho-have been run- 
ning heavyweight matches for 10 
years, declined to agree to this 
stipulation. 


Manager Favors Chicago. 


The arrangement committee for 


the New York fund, in conjunction 
with Madison Square Garden offi- 
cials, will attempt to persuade the 
boxing commission 
tomorrow to 


sanction a bout between Sharkey 
and Stribling to determine the out- 
standing opponent for 'Schmeling 
here next year. If the~solons fail to 
see the light, Herr Jacobs probably 
•will insist that Chicago get the title 
fight under milk fund auspices, 
with Stribling in the challenger's 
comer. 


With Jack Kearns flaunting $400,- 


000 under one eye for a Schmeling- 
Walker bout and the Chicago sta- 
dium dangling a cool half-million 
under the other optic for a fight be- 
tween Max and Strib, the good Herr 
is anxious to get some of the mney 
in the bank before it all turns out 
to be a fantastic dream. 


Lewis Has Backing. 


Matchmaker Lewis already has 


Signed Stribling, and Jacobs may 
crack under the strain at any 
minute and affix the other neces- 
sary signature. 
Lewis offered him 


$500,000, with a privilege of 37 Vi per 
cent of the gate. He declared the 
money could be posted immediately

sportsman, the same being conveyed 
via Associated Press wires from 
New York, rings the bell from all 
standpoints with the possible ex- 
ception of the "spot" news depart- 
ment, as it was well established 
some time ago that Bobby's right- 
ful perch was the topmost rung of 
the sport ladder.

the most fashionable neckties In 
America today? What are the ties 
men are going to look lor Christ- 
mas morning—and like and wear 
until they're wrinkled shreds? 


We found the answer by check- 


ing the neckties that men are buy- 
ing and' wearing right now. We've 
actually counted 
the neckties to 


find out which are most in fashion, 
which kinds are preferred by most 
men, and this is what we find. 


The favorite tie is the one with 


a small, fine, all-over pattern. Fav- 
orite number two is a striped tie 
with solid color background and 
narrow or medium width stripes. 
Third choice is the solid color tie 
in not-too-bright colors. And num- 
ber four is the tie with small or me- 
dium size 
figures, 
spaced 
with 


plenty of solid background show- 
ing through. 
The most popular colors—so our 


check-ups show—are in the order 
given, dark to medium blues, wine 
or burgundy reds, chocolate and to- 
bacco browns, quiet greens and slate 
grays and a sprinkling of yellow, 
oranges, crimsons and purples. 


But we advise you to be guided 


by a man's own preferences and the 
colors of hia suits as well as by the 
above list.

sure most men will like. . 


All-Over Patterns. 


One of these ties has an all-over 


check effect—small cubes in two 
colors, such as white and blue or 
dark blue and light blue, or brown 


and red. Another version has an 
even smaller, finer check, or a tie 
with its pattern so minute as to give 
a solid color effect. 


'Another 
has

interesting, 


small all-over pattern—this time 
in 
pin dots closely spaced on a 


darker background. 


A fourth has a larger geometric 


(it might also be floral) 
pattern,
